WASnNGTON — The 
Justice Dept Is Investigating 
charges that the FBI v^as 
warned that an assassination 
attempt would be made on 
President Kennedy In Dallas 
on Nov. 22, 1963, according • 
to an FBI spokesman.'' 

The charge focused on a 
report first made in 1968 that 
a message warning of such 
an attempt had been sent 
from FBI headquarters in 


A^ashington to Southern FBI 
Held offices in the ewly 
morning hours of Nov. 17,* 
1963. ^ X 

The source of .the charges 
Is William S. Walter, now a 
bank vice president in Mor- 
gan City, La. Walter re- 
portedly was a security clerk 
on the midnight to 8 a. hl 
shift in the FBFs New Or- 
leans office at the time. 0 |f 
the assassination and ^was 
In the office when the warn- 
ing was teletyped In- , . r 


Harry^ Maynor, special 
agent* fai charge of the New 
Orleans office at that time, 
denied there was such a mes- 
sage of warning. 

Walter, In a TV news seg- 
ment on CBS last night, said 
he had been alone In the of- 
fice ^wlien^ the message came 
and quoted it as saying that 
“a militant revolutionary 
group may attempt” to as- 
sassinate the President dur- 
ing his visit to Dallas. Walter 
said that FBI offices In New 
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.Orleans, IMoblle and Dallas 
acknowledged receipt of the 
message. 

FBI Director CSarence M. 
Kelley said yestei'day that 
the charges had been looked 
Into In 1968 and again dtir- 
ing the past month but that 
no evidence has been devel- 
oped, CBS reported. Kelley 
said 53 FBI agents had been 
Interviewed, according to the 
net^^■o^k. 

Probe Began Last Month 
On Monday, a day before 
the CBS report, FBI press 
spokesman Tom Harrington 
told a Washington Post re- 
porter that the assertion has 
been referred to the Justice 
Dept, to be investigated 
along with other matters 
oonceming FBI actions in 
connection with Incidents at 
the time of the Kennedy as- 
sassination. 

The new Investigation was 
sparked by the news a month 
ago that FBI officials had 
destroyed a letter sent to an 
FBI agent by Lee Hanley 
Os^vald, the man the Warren 
Commission concluded acted 
alone in Kennedy’s slaying. 

One of the first to learn 
of Walter’s charges appar- 
ently w-as Mark Lane, a long- 
standing critic of the Warren 
Commission. Lane* told the 
Washington Post last week 
that he had spoken to Walter 
In January 1968 while Walter 
w’as a student at Tulane 
University In New Orleans. 

Lane quoted Walter as say- 
ing that upon receipt of the 
teletype message from Wash- 
ington, he called the special 
agent In charge of the New; 
Orleans feild office and that 
he v/as instructed to "call 
agents In New Orleans 


who maintained contact with 
various infonnahts.” 

Lane said he prepared'an 
affidavit after his interview 
with Walter and grave a copy 
to Jim Garrison, the New Or- 
leans prosecutor who was 
then conducting his own in- 
vestigation of the assassina- 
tion. Lane also said that he 
had written an article about 
the alleged warning but that 
it had drawn virtually no 
public attention at the time*. 

In addition. Lane said 
Walter told him of another 
FBI teletype, received after 
the assassination, directing 
“agents who had conducted 
Interviews regarding the as- 
sassination of President Ken- 
nedy to examine those 
interview reports to make 
£\u*e there were no conflicts 
contained \vithln them,” 
Lane said Walter told him. 

According to Lane, Walter 
said that “Agents were or- 
dered to resolve the conflicts, 
prepare new reports and de- 
stroy the old ones.” 

Walter did not discuss 
such a second message in his 
CBS Interview last week. In 
a telephone Interview with 
the Washington Post, 

On Monday, the special 
agent In charge of the New 
Orleans FBI office in 1963. 
Harry ^laynor, denied * that 
advance warning or instruc- 
tions suggesting that records 
be destroyed had been re- 
ceived in his office. 

Ma>Tior. now the security 
chief for General Selephone 
and Electronics in New York 
City, said In a telephone In- ^ 
terview that he had no “re- 
collection along those lines, 
nothing similar to that hap- 
pened ... I can say It is in- 
correct.”
